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Grooming drug peddlers jailed for sexual exploitation 


Assault plea 

ATTACKERS broke a 
man’s neck in a brutal 
assault in Southend last 
month. 

The 58-year-old victim 
was walking home in 
Southend at about 9pm 
on Friday, December 16, 
when he was assaulted 
by up to three men near 
the junction of The 
Grove and North Avenue. 

He was found by mem¬ 
bers of the public, who 
contacted emergency 
services, then received 
treatment for a broken 
neck and reconstructive 
surgery to one of his eye 
sockets. 

Detective Constable 
Paul Gutteridge, of 
Southend CID, said the 
victim was unable to 
give a description of his 
attackers, but “someone 
will know what who was 
involved”.

Teen attack 

POLICE are appealing 
for witnesses after two 
schoolchildren were 
assaulted as they walked 
home in Maplin Way, 
Thorpe Bay. 

The teenage boys 
escaped serious injury 
after being pursued by a 
group of five men at 
around 3.45pm on Fri¬ 
day, January 6. 

The teenagers had just 
crossed over the bridge 
at Thorpe Bay train sta¬ 
tion when they were 
approached and then 
kicked and punched. 

They managed to break 
free and ran. The sus¬ 
pects headed towards 
Delaware Road.” 

The suspects are white 
and black men, aged 
between 18 and 22, skin¬ 
ny, between 5ft 8ins and 
5ft 11 ins tall, and wear¬ 
ing black tracksuits with 
hoods and bandanas - 
brands included True 
Religion, Nike and Duffer. 

One of the suspects 
wore a gold necklace.

TWO men have been jailed 
for a total of 33 years after 
sexually exploiting a vul¬ 
nerable child and plying 
her with drugs. 

A third man has also 
been convicted for supply¬ 
ing drugs to teenagers. 

Essex Police launched an 
investigation after receiv¬ 
ing intelligence in Chelms¬ 
ford in December 2013. 

A young woman came 
forward in April 2014 and 
revealed how Mohammad 
Rostami had groomed her 
into believing she was his 
girlfriend when she was 
aged just 13 or 14. 

Rostami, now 37, for¬ 
merly of The Renown, 
Shoeburyness, met the girl 
when he worked for a take¬ 
away in Duke Street, 
Chelmsford. He groomed 
her with alcohol and drugs 
and they started a sexual 
relationship. 

When she became 
addicted to drugs, he told 
her she had to start paying 


for the drugs herself. He 
then manipulated her into 
having sex with other men 
in return for drugs or 
money. 

She was then exploited 
by Mehdi Zare, 32, former¬ 
ly of Lupin Drive, Chelms¬ 
ford, who also arranged for 
her to have sex with other 
men in exchange for drugs 
or money. 

The exploitation took 
place between around 2006 
to 2009 and ended when 
she left the Chelmsford 
area. 

In the trial at Chelmsford 
Crown Court from October 
10 to December 16, 2016, 
the two men denied the 
charges. 

Rostami, a hairdresser, 
was found guilty of caus¬ 
ing sexual exploitation of a 
child aged under 18, sexu¬ 
al activity with a child 
aged under 16 and supply¬ 
ing cocaine, cannabis and 
mephedrone. 

The jury failed to reach a 


verdict on a count of rape. 

He was jailed on January 
12 for a total of 15 years. In 
a linked trial last year, Ros¬ 
tami was jailed for six 
years for conspiracy to sup¬ 
ply mephedrone, so his 
overall jail term is 21 years. 

Asexual harm prevention 
order and restraining order 
will run indefinitely. 

Zare, a deliveryman, was

found guilty of facilitating 
sexual exploitation of a 
child, sexual activity with a 
child and supplying 
cocaine and mephedrone. 

He was found not guilty 
of sexual activity with a 
child. 

Zare was also jailed on 
January 12, for a total of 
12 years. A sexual harm 


prevention order and 
restraining order will run 
indefinitely. 

Amin Kaveh, 35, unem¬ 
ployed, formerly of The 
Renown, Shoeburyness, 
admitted two counts of 
supplying mephedrone to 
two other teenage girls, 
one aged under 18 and 
another who was 18. 

He was jailed for 10 
years. 

Detective Superintendent 
Mark Hall, of the Kent and 
Essex Serious Crime 
Directorate, said: “These 
sentences represent the 
conclusion of a complex 
investigation and I pay 
tribute to the courage of 
the victims and witnesses 
and all those who worked 
tirelessly on this case. 

“Rostami and Kaveh 
were motivated by greed. 
They supplied drugs to 
children and in peddling 
this filth onto our streets 
they damaged lives and 
caused untold misery.”

Council tax looks 
set to rise by 4.99% 

Authority outlines strategy to bridge £13m funding gap 
and plans to tap £2.8m of reserves over next three years

SOUTHEND Council has announced 
a proposed council tax rise of 4.99 per 
cent and savings to bridge a gap of 
nearly £13million as it released its 
draft 2017/18 budget. 

The council tax hike is made up of a 
1.99 per cent council rise and three per 
cent as part of the Government’s social 
care precept to go towards adult social 
care provision in the borough. 

The overall rise equates to £1.14 a 
week or an annual increase of £59.66 
for a Band D household. 

The council’s main central Government 
grant falls by £6.7m, a drop of almost 
a third compared to iast year. 


Draft proposals indicate that £6.9m 
of departmental savings will have to be 
made - these will be made through 
contract renegotiations, service trans¬ 
formation projects, increasing income 
and projects such as energy efficiency. 

Cllr Ann Holland, deputy leader of 
the council, said: “We do have prob¬ 
lems every year with financial cuts 
that we have to make. 

“I’ve been on the council for 20 
years and we’ve had to make savings 
every year so obviously it does get 
more difficult.” 

It was also confirmed last 
Wednesday that the council is planning 
to use £2.8m of its reserves to offset 
the reduction in business rates and 
“smooth” the council’s budget gap 


over the next three years. 

Chief executive Rob Tinlin said: 
“The upside of this year’s budget is 
that a large part of the savings we are 
making are being driven by either 
renegotiating contracts or savings 
coming from decisions taken by the 
council over the last 12 to 18 months.” 

He added that the impact of the bud¬ 
get on council staffing this year was 
“relatively low”, with the removal of 
around 10 full-time posts, but added 
that a small number of redesign pro¬ 
jects over the next year may have 
staffing implications. 

The draft budget will be considered 
by cabinet on January 19, with the 
final budget discussed and approved at 
full council on February 23. 


Cash boost for secondary schools, pier and care homes 


THE council revealed a further 
£59.1million investment in the bor¬ 
ough as part of the draft budget plans 
for next year. 

The figure comes in addition to 
more than £125m in the capital budget 
already pledged for projects. 

The authority will be spending 
£20m on a “major” secondary school 
expansion programme. 

Chief executive Rob Tinlin said: 
“We are rapidly moving to the point 
where we need additional secondary 
school places so we’ve put £20m into 
the council budget to make that provi¬ 
sion.” 

Simon Leftley, deputy chief execu¬ 
tive for people, added that the council 
was in discussions with schools over 
the plans, with further announcements 
planned in due course. 


There will also be an £11.5m invest¬ 
ment in Southend Pier, of which £8m 
will be to reconstruct the timber outer 
pier head. 

Mr Tinlin said that people will not 
notice any difference to the pier after 
the money has been spent, but stressed 
that the council spends an “awful lot” 
of money on the structure just to keep 
it in place. 

Cllr Ann Holland, deputy council 
leader, added: “The pier is the jewel in 
our crown and the town is so proud of 
it and we need to keep it up to 
scratch.” 

There will also be £9.5m invested in 
the redevelopment of Priory and 
Delaware residential care homes and 
the Viking Day Centre on top of £2m 
previously identified in the current 
capital budget.

The creation of additional car park¬ 
ing capacity south of central Southend 
will also be looked into with a £5m 
investment and a further £500,000 to 
improve parking signs. 

The plans come despite a £6.7m 
reduction in the grant the council 
receives from central Government. 

Cllr John Lamb, leader of the coun¬ 
cil, said: “Despite the continued cen¬ 
tral funding cuts, we must be bold, 
ambitious and invest in our borough to 
ensure that we advance and prosper in 
the future.” 

He added that the council had lis¬ 
tened to traders with the planned 
investment in extra car parking spaces. 

The plans will be considered by the 
council’s cabinet on January 19, with 
a full council meeting on February 23 
to set the final budget. 


Tenants get 
rent cut but 
there is less 
to spend on 
new homes 

A PLANNED rent reduction of 
one per cent for council tenants 
will go ahead in line with 
Government legislation. 

The rent cut is part of the 
council’s draft 2017/18 budget. 

Tenant rents are required to be 
reduced one per cent each year 
through to 2019/20 as part of 
the Government’s Welfare 
Reform and Work Act 2016. 

The council also announced a 
further £6.2m investment into 
the Decent Homes capital pro¬ 
gramme, for 2020/21, managed 
by South Essex Homes. 

Cllr Mark Flewitt, executive 
councillor for housing, said that 
the rent reduction would mean 
that the council would have 
around £3.8m less in housing 
revenue account (HRA) 
resources each year for the next 
three years. 

He added: “I am very pleased 
that we are able to present a bal¬ 
anced HRA budget for 2017/18, 
and have identified a further 
£6.2m to ensure that we can 
continue to deliver decent 
homes for our tenants in the 
future. 

“Whilst rent reduction looks 
like good news for tenants, for 
the 75 per cent that are on hous¬ 
ing benefit it will make no dif¬ 
ference at all. 

“From our perspective, unfor¬ 
tunately, it severely reduces the 
funds we have available to build 
new council housing.” 

Council cabinet will consider 
the proposals at a meeting on 
January 19, with a full council 
meeting to set the budget next 
month.

Brothers jailed for 
home repair scam 


TWO brothers from North Benfleet have been 
jailed for conning 12 people out of £100,000. 

John Cooper, 20, and brother Mark, 31, both 
from Harrow Road, obtained the money between 
2011 and 2014 by cold-calling their victims and 
then “grossly over-charging” them for unneces¬ 
sary work to their homes. 

Their victims came from across Essex and east 
London, including Leigh, Westcliff, Basildon, 
Billericay, Brightlingsea, Colchester and Hutton. 

Mark Cooper pleaded guilty to seven counts of 
money-laundering, while John Cooper admitted 
12 counts. 

An Essex Police spokesman said: “The pair 
would often tell their victims that their homes 
were structurally unsafe and if not fixed could 
pose a risk to members of the community.” 

One victim, in his 80s, paid £44,000 for work 
to his roof and chimney. 

An expert said the work should have cost a 
maximum of £7,500. 

An elderly couple were charged £8,500 for 
works to their roof and guttering which an expert 
valued at £100. 

Both brothers were jailed for two years in a 
hearing at Basildon Crown Court on Thursday, 
January 12. 

They were also given Serious Crime Prevention 
Orders lasting five years. 

Any breach of the orders can result in up to five 
years in prison and an unlimited fine. 

DC Becky Mansey said: “The gaining of the 
SCPOs was a critical factor in the sentencing and 
put strict controls on both suspects when they are 
released from prison, thus working to prevent 
further vulnerable victims in the future. 

“Work is now ongoing to recover the money 
they conned out of their victims.

Tributes flood in for 
university lecturer 


ONE of the county’s most 
famous university lecturers has 
died after a career spanning six 
decades. 

Political commentator 

Professor Anthony King, 82, 
had taught government at the 
University of Essex since 1966. 

He was also a regular com¬ 
mentator on British elections 
and helped the BBC with its 
coverage for 20 years. 

Vice-chancellor Professor 
Anthony Forster said: 
“Professor Anthony King was a 
giant of political science and 
one of the University of Essex’s 
longest serving members of 
staff, joining us in 1966 just 
two years after the university 
opened. 

“An inspirational teacher, a 
great political thinker and a 
brilliant writer, Professor King 
analysed politics in books and 
on television with incredible 
intelligence, insight and wit. 

“Our thoughts are with his 
family and his friends, includ¬ 
ing his many, many former stu¬ 
dents.” 

Born in Canada, Professor 
King moved to the UK in the 
1950s and was a Rhodes 
Scholar at Oxford University, 
where he gained a doctorate in 
politics. 

Professor Sir Ivor Crewe 
worked with Professor King on 
publications including, most 
recently, The Blunders of Our

Governments, which received 
praise from across the political 
spectrum when it was pub¬ 
lished in 2013. 

Sir Ivor, a member of the 
Department of Government 
from 1971 to 1995 and Vice- 
Chancellor at Essex from 1995 
to 2007, said: “Tony King was 
the foremost academic inter¬ 
preter of British government 
and politics of the last 40 years. 
He applied a fierce intelli¬ 
gence, immense knowledge, 
and an elegant, lucid style to 
every aspect of the British 
political scene on which he 
wrote or broadcast. 

“He made us all the wiser 
about the changing British con¬ 
stitution, how elections are won 
and lost, why successive gov¬ 


ernments blunder and much 
else besides. Tony and the 
Department of Government 
were synonymous. He was crit¬ 
ical to putting it on the map as 
a world-leading centre of polit¬ 
ical science. 

“His brilliant lectures 
inspired generations of Essex 
students and he was unstinting 
in his encouragement of young 
academics, including myself. I 
mourn a wonderful friend, 
mentor and colleague.” 

Close friend and colleague 
Professor David Sanders, 
Regius Professor of Political 
Science at Essex, said: “Tony 
was the intellectual heart of the 
Department of Government at 
Essex. He was the clearest and 
most compelling lecturer I have 
ever observed and the very best 
writer working in contempo¬ 
rary political science.” 

Essex graduate and Speaker 
of the House of Commons, 
John Bercow MP, said: “It was 
my great good fortune to be 
taught by Tony at the 
University of Essex more than 
30 years ago and I still regard 
his lectures and classes as 
amongst the most informative 
and stimulating that I ever 
heard. There can be no question 
that, in the study of British pol¬ 
itics in particular, he was a 
colossus. I extend my heartfelt 
condolences to his wife Jan at 
this painful time.”

Tearjerker opens floodgates 



LION (PG, 118 mins) 


H OME is where the heart is, 
but when memories of that 
place of sanctuary are cruel¬ 
ly stolen at an early age, can you 
truly be at peace? 

One man’s extraordinary true-life 
odyssey - to locate the birth moth¬ 
er and older brother he lost at the 
age of five - provides the inspira¬ 
tion for Garth Davis’s life-affirming 
drama, which looks set for recog¬ 
nition in multiple categories at 
next month’s Academy Awards. 

Screenwriter Luke Davies has 
skilfully adapted the non-fiction 
book A Long Way Home by Saroo 
Brierley, elegantly cutting back 
and forth between traumatic 
events more than 20 years apart to 
accompany the lead character on 
his seemingly hopeless quest for 
emotional closure. 

Dev Patel and Sunny Pawar are 
both terrific as the 26-year-old and 
five-year-old incarnations of 
Saroo, who is unexpectedly trans¬ 
planted from Khandwa, where 
family and friends speak Hindi, to 
the giddy whirl of Calcutta, where 
residents speak Bengali, and then 
onto Australia. 

Cinematographer Greig Fraser 
captures these three locations on 
two continents in rich and meticu¬ 
lous detail, providing a compelling 
backdrop to the heart-wrenching 
trials and tribulations that will 
reduce audiences to puddles of 
saltwater emotion. 

Saroo (Pawar) lives in 1987 
Khandwa with his mother Kamla 
(Priyanka Bose) and siblings. 


The five-year-old idolises his 12- 
year-old brother Guddu (Abhishek 
Bharate) and the two boys embark 
on a night-time excursion to the 
local railway station. 

A horrible twist of fate separates 
the children and Saroo is trapped 
aboard a train, which heads 
1,600km east to the bustling shan¬ 
ty towns of Calcutta. 

Unable to speak the language, 
the boy eventually meets Saroj 
Sood (Deepti Naval), who runs the 
Indian Society for Sponsorship 


and Adoption and places him with 
adoptive parents John and Sue 
Brierley (David Wenham, Nicole 
Kidman) in Hobart, Tasmania. 

Many years later, Saroo (now 
played by Patel) is enrolled on a 
course at the Royal Melbourne 
College of Hotel Management and 
casually confesses details of his 
past to other Indian students. 

They encourage him to use 
online satellite mapping software 
to trace the railway line from 
Calcutta back west. 


Fellow student Lucy (Rooney 
Mara) pledges her support to 
Saroo, whose studies suffer as he 
stares at pixels on his laptop 
screen, looking in vain for a station 
with a water tower that might be 
Khandwa. 

Lion is a majestic, heartfelt 
drama that delivers an almighty 
emotional wallop as Saroo gradu¬ 
ally pieces together his past. 

Director Davis deftly moves 
between timeframes as he elicits 
riveting performances from Patel, 


Pawar and Kidman as a proud 
mother who will never stand in the 
way of her beautiful boy tracing 
his bloodline. 

If a few stony-hearted souls 
remain steadfastly dry-eyed to the 
end, real-life footage over the 
credits and an explanation of the 
film’s enigmatic title set to the 
soaring vocals of Australian chart- 
topper Sia, will prize open the 
floodgates.

CARS from 10 different manufacturers 
have been hailed best-in-class after the 
first round of voting in the UK Car of the 
Year Awards 2017. 

The list includes more honours for 
Jaguar’s fast-selling F-PACE SUV and wins 
for the first time in the awards for Hyundai, 
SEAT, Renault and Toyota. 

The shortlisted models, selected by a 
panel of 28 of the nation’s leading motor¬ 
ing writers, will now go forward to the final 
round where the winner of the UK Car of 
the Year will be announced on February 
24. 

Winning their first UK Car of the Year 
Awards were Hyundai, Toyota, Renault and 
SEAT. 

In the Best Small Hatch class, the 
Hyundai IONIQ beat stiff competition to 
win, while the latest generation of Toyota’s 
Prius was voted Best Family Car. 

Renault’s Scenic/Grand Scenic has been 
named Best MPV, and in the popular cate¬ 
gory of Best Crossover the SEAT Ateca 
came out on top. 

The UK Car of the Year Awards 2017 also 
proved fruitful for two German manufactur¬ 
ers, as Mercedes-Benz and Porsche 
claimed two prizes apiece. 

In the Best Executive Car category, the 
Mercedes-Benz E-Class took top spot, 


while the S-Class Cabriolet was hailed as 
Best Cabriolet. 

The Porsche pairing of the 718 Cayman 
and Boxster were voted Best Coupe and 
Best Sports Car respectively. 

After winning the title of Best Luxury Car 
in 2015 with its Ghost, Rolls-Royce once 
again triumphed in the category with the 


Dawn. At the other end of the driving spec¬ 
trum, Ford reclaimed the Best Performance 
Car crown with the Focus RS, having pre¬ 
viously won the category in 2014 with the 
Fiesta ST. 

Best Estate Car was judged to be Volvo’s 
V90 and the new Large Crossover category 
was won by the Jaguar F-PACE.

SIMON COX grabbed a dramatic 
stoppage-time winner as Southend 
United returned to winning ways 
against fellow promotion hopefuls 
Rochdale at Roots Hall Stadium. 

Blues were looking to bounce back 
after Sheffield United ended their 
13-match unbeaten league run seven 
days previously in a match manager 
Phil Brown suggested his players 
“didn’t turn up” for. 

However, Brown’s men displayed 
the battling qualities that had seen 
them become genuine play-off con¬ 
tenders, much to his delight. 

“It’s the first time they’ve been 
beaten in a long time, so it’s a great 
achievement in the run they’re hav¬ 


ing but also for us to get back to 
winning ways”, he said. 

Blues grabbed the lead after a quar¬ 
ter of an hour when Marc-Antoine 
Fortune seized on a poor back pass 
from Dale defender Keith Keane, 
before rounding goalkeeper Conrad 
Logan to bag his first goal league 
goal of the campaign. 

The visitors’ afternoon took 
another turn for the worse when 
Keane was dismissed by referee 
Rob Lewis after clattering Fortune 
as he bore down on goal. 

Nevertheless, it was ten-a-side 
before the break. Jermaine 
McGlashan was clumsy on Ian 
Henderson, and Lewis again reached 
to his pocket to hand the Blues wide- 
man his second yellow card. 

Rochdale, who had won their pre¬ 
vious six matches, roared back after 


the break. And shortly after the 
hour mark, they restored parity. 

Calvin Andrew’s effort appeared 
to deflect off Henderson and looped 
wickedly over Blues keeper Ted 
Smith and high into the net. 

But battling Blues were not to be 
denied a notable victory. Deep into 
stoppage time, Cox exchanged pass¬ 
es with Will Atkinson before firing 
his 100th Football League goal 
beyond the stranded Logan.

WEST HAM United recorded their 
biggest Premier League victory at 
their new home as second half goals 
from Sofiane Feghouli coupled with 
delightful strikes from Andy Carroll 
and Manuel Lanzini, saw struggling 
Crystal Palace sunk on Saturday. 

Neither side had been able to find 
consistency this campaign, while 
Hammers boss Slaven Bilic was once 
again reported to be under pressure 
following an FA Cup annihilation by 
Manchester City. 

Bilic’s problems mounted with 
talismanic French frontman Dimitri 
Payet saying he no longer wishes to 
play for the club. 

Bilic brought defender James 
Collins back into the starting line-up, 
while Carroll was again the man 
charged with leading the attack. 

West Ham stroked the ball around 
confidently during the early 
exchanges, although clear-cut oppor¬ 
tunities came at a premium during a 
disappointing first half. 

Carroll was a whisker away, vol¬ 
leying over from 12 yards after 
Mark Noble had picked him out. 

Yohan Cabaye’s speculative 
attempt drew a smart save from 
Randolph, while former Hammer, 
James Tomkins, somehow missed 
the target from a couple of yards 
out as Palace began to push. 

West Ham responded, but Noble’s 
strike was too high as the opening 
period drew to a frustrating end. 


Carroll and Cabaye were off-target 
as both sides looked for a foothold on 
their return. Then the Geordie front¬ 
man lashed wide after Palace failed to 
deal with Lanzini’s troublesome 
dead-ball. 

West Ham were now in the ascen¬ 
dancy. Carroll’s fierce volley was 
blocked, while another Lanzini free- 
kick wasn’t too far away. Feghouli 
was creating problems for the Palace 
backline in arguably his best perfor¬ 
mance in a Hammers shirt. 

The home side continued to press. 
Sam Byram’s angled drive flashed 
across the face of goal. Then, with 
little over 20 minutes remaining, 
West Ham grabbed the lead. 
Michail Antonio waltzed around 
keeper Wayne Hennessey before 
providing Feghouli with the simple 
task of knocking into an empty net. 


If the first goal lifted the crowd, 
the second rocketed them into orbit. 

Carroll met Antonio’s cross with 
an audacious scissor-kick he 
described later as his best goal ever. 

The Hammers weren’t finished. 
Antonio found Lanzini, and the lit¬ 
tle Argentine raced half the length 
of the pitch before chipping over 
Hennessey for the Hammers third. 

After the game, Bilic said. “It was 
a great day for us. 

“The first half was nervous, but in 
the second half, we made a tactical 
change. But it was down to the 
players who reacted really great. 

“In the second half, we were mag¬ 
nificent. The crowd really helped a 
lot. 

“I told the players that we could 
expect a little bit more support from 
the start and we didn’t want to lose it. 


We had to build on it and show deter¬ 
mination, commitment and a willing¬ 
ness to win the game today, and to 
give everything. That is exactly what 
we did as a team, all of them.” 

Bilic continued: “We had great 
quality in the second half. On top of 
that, the most important thing is to 
win of course. But to do it in style, 
score three goals and have your 
attacking midfielders scoring or 
assisting is great for them individu¬ 
ally. Then to keep a clean sheet was 
great also for our defenders. 

“I can call it almost the perfect 
result. It was one of those games that 
was much more than three points.” 

Crystal Palace chief Sam 
Allardyce, said: “It is tough for us 
at the minute. I’m still finding out 
about the players. They are making 
statements to me by the fact that 
results are not good enough.” 

West Ham are next in action on 
Saturday, January 21, when they 
visit the Riverside Stadium to face 
Middlesbrough (3pm).
